Non- Fu. Pray whos i is it? 

Ju. Some of the Clans in the Nor- 
thern Part of our Nation have begun a 
Rebellion againſt God and their King, and 


join'd in a "Confederacy with the Pope 


and France to deſtroy the Kirk and ſet up 
Idolatry among us. Can you hear of this 
without Grief "and Abhorrence? 

Non-Fu. God has declar'd his Hatred of 
Idolatry in all Parts of the Scripture 3 and 
therefore every Man of Honour and Con- 
ſcience muſt ſet himſelf to oppoſe it with 
all his Power, as the greateſt Curſe that can 
fall upon any Nation.

To ſee Popiſh Idolatry lift up her haughty 


and perſecuting Head, and trample upon 
the Church of God, lay her in the Duſt, 


aiſd drag her Members to the Galtows, or 
a Stake, is a dreadful Scene. 


I tremble at the very Thoughts of it, and. 


this is the neceſſary Conſequence of an Ido- 
latrous or Popiſh King. How come they 
to be ſo infatuated as to think of ſuch a 
thing ? 

Ju. As it is a Delight to Rome and 
France to ſee Proteſtants murdering one 
another, ſo French Gold is never wanting 
to promote ſuch a Cauſe. 

Non-Fu. Are not the Highlanders diſ⸗ 
pleas d with the Union? 

Fur. If they are, they ſhou'd not rebel, 
and damn themſelves in order to break it. 

Non- Ju. Don't others talk of indefea- 
fable Right, and think the Pretender ſhou'd 
come in becauſe King Charles II. did! 


Fur. As the Caſes are as different as 


Truth and Falſhood, they can't think fo, if 
they duly compare the two Caſes; ſo that 


the alluring Pretences of indefeaſable Right, 


the Diſadvantages of the Union, and twenty 


other Pretences, are only ſo many artful 
Contrivances or Inventions of the Romz/h 
and French Emiſſaries, to kindle up a War 


betwixt England and Scotland, to make 
them deſtroy one another, in order thereby 
the

the more eaſily to conquer both, and after 


that to root up the Proteſtant Religion i in 
both Kingdoms. 


This infallibly is the Deſign of Rome and 


France. 

Non- Vu. Rome we know will lick at 
no Pretences or Lyes to gain her Point. But 
I wiſh you wou'd lay before us the Diffe- 
rence betwixt the Caſes of King Charles I. 
and King James II. 


Fu. King Charles I. was a ſincere Pro- 


Teſtant, and had a conſtitutional or legal 


and undoubted Right to the Crown of 


England. And when the Papiſts found 


they coud not bring him over to favour 
Popery, they ſtird up a Rebellion of his 
Subjects againſt him, and at laſt took away 


his Life. 


But as he ſuffer'd Martyrdom for adher- 
ing to his Oath, and the Preſervation of 
the Conſtitution in Church and State, and 


had done nothing worthy of Death, or of 


Bonds, he could not forfeit his own Right 


or the Right of his Son to the Crown: 


Nor did the Perſon that was the great In- 
ſtrument of his Death, take upon 'him the 
Title of King; nor was there (ſtrictly ſpeak- 
ing) any ſettled Government till the Reſto- 


ration of King Charles the Firſts eldeſt 


Son, who (as next in Blood and a Pro- 
reſtant) had a legal or conſtitutional Right 
to 
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(6) 
to the Crown of England upon the Death 


of his Father. 


But the Caſe of King James and his 
Son (if he had one) is quite different from 
this; for tho' he was crown'd, and there- 
upon bound himſelf by a ſolemn Oath at 
the Holy Altar to preſerve the Church of 
England and Conſtitution 3 yet notwith- 
ſtanding this ſacred Promiſe, he ſoon (by 
Popiſb Influence) broke it, caſt off his Alle- 


| giance to his Maker, and declard openly 


for Idolatry or Popery, in direct Oppoſi- 
tion to the Scriptures, which allows of no 
Worſhip but that of the living and true 
God. 

And ag all loyal and rea- 
ſonable Remonſtrances to the contrary, he 
ſtill perſiſted in his Errors, and proceeded 
obſtinately in them, and became daily more 
and more hardend in them. 

In thoſe miſerable Circumſtances the 


People of England did not fly (as the Re- 


bels in his Father's time did) to their Swords, 
but to their Prayers; not to the Arm of 


Fleſh, but to the God of T/7ael; and ſo. 


lift up their Voices in all Parts of the Land, 
and called aloud to God in their great 
Diſtreſs. Upon which he that is mighty to 
fave heard their Prayers, and raisd up his 
Servant, the Prince of Orange, to appear 

in

in Defence of his own Right, and in Behalf 
of an injur'd and inſulted Nation. 
As ſoon as the Meſſtnger of God ap- 
pear d, the Eyes of the whole Nation were 
ſet upon him, as ſent by God to be their 
Deliverer ; and at the ſame time the Hearts 
of ſome, in whom King Fames chiefly 
"truſted, were (by the myſterious Steps of 
Providence) on a ſudden turn'd and aliena- 
ted from him. 
This wonderful Change, and wanifeſ 
Interpoſal of divine Providence in behalf 
of God's Church and an injured People, 
brought King James to conſider and exa- 
mine himſelf; upon which he ſoon found 
that, for his Perjury and Idolatry, God had 
departed from him, as he formerly had 
done from King Saul and that his Mind 
was ſo filld and enfeebled with Guilt, that 
all rational Ground of Truſt in God was 
gone. 

This led him not to Repentance, but to 
Deſpair, and awaken'd up in him ſuch a 
Terror that he cou d not bear himſelf: And 
thus diſtracted by Guilt (like Saul when he 
went to the Witch at Endor) and driven 
by his Wickedneſs, Prov. 14. V. 32. he 
abdicates, or gives up his Government, and 
leaves the Nation in ſuch a manner that it 
may be juſtly ſaid that he was driven from 
his Throne or Government by divine Pro- 


vidence,

vidence, for his Perjury, Tyranny and Ido- 
latry, and helliſh Attempts to eſtabliſh 
Popery ; inſomuetr that the Hand of God 
appear d as plainly in turning out Ki 


James, as in turning out Be/bazzar, and 


giving his Kingdom to the Medes and Per- 


ſians. 


And the Nations Delivery, at that time 
from Popery, was as miraculous as the De- 


livery of Daniel out of the Den of Lions. 


Non- Ju. Does the Revolution Govern- 


ment then ſtand upon the divine Excluſion 


of King James, and not upon a ſinful Re- 
ſiſtance and Rebellion againſt him ? 
Jur. When a King of England gives 


2 Orders directly contrary to his Oath, or 


the Laws of the Land, and the Commands 


of God, the Subjects, in ſuch Caſes, are 


oblig'd to diſobey him: And ſo when the 
Prince of Orange came over to aflert his 
Righr, in behalf of his Princeſs, (the next 


upon the Line of Succeſſion) the People 


of England cou'd not, in Conſcience, fall 
upon him (as King James expected they 


wou d) for inquiring into what he had a 
good and undoubted Right to examine into. 


Upon which Diſappointment King James 
(ſtung with Guilt and Perjury) abdicates. 
So that the Revolution ſtands upon a pro- 
vidential Excluſion, and not upon Reſiſtance; 
and is altogether as miraculous as the 
Reſtoration

** of King Charles II. and may 
juſtly be lookd upon as a divine. Triumph 
oyer the Craft Juſtice, Cruelty and Idola- 
try of Popery. 

Non- Ju. Do you fay there was no ſin- 


ful Reſiſtance againſt King James? 


Ju. I know of none, nor can you prove 
any. When God commands one thing, 
and the King another, it is not ſi nful Re- 
ſiſtanee, but Duty, to obey God rather than 
Man. 

Non. Ju. It is a wonderful thing that a 
King ſhou d give up his Kingdom without 


being forc'd to it. 


Jur. Not ſo wonderful as a Man's giv- 
ing up his Life without being fore d to it, as 


Fudas did, and all others who murther 


themſelves do. Their inward Guilt moyes 
them to it, as King Tames's Guilt and Per- 
jury movd him to give up his Government; 
and after he had once given it up, he had 
no Right to reaſſume it, no more than a 
Man that has murdercd himſelf has a Ris ght 
to take his Life again. 

And the people thought that after God 
had deliver'd them in a wonderful manner 
from the Injuſtice and Tyranny of King 
James, and thruſt him out of the Nation, 
that it was their Duty to keep him out, as 
a Perſon depos d by God for his Male-Ad- 
muniſtration and Rebellion againſt him.

Non-Fu. Can't we then of the Non-Fu- 
ring Communion pray for the Perſon ou 


call the Pretender as King of England 


*. You can't without Sin, becauſe 
ſuch a Prayer implies mental Rebellion, 


or an inward Reſiſtance to the Powers that 


God has ſet over you, or an Oppoſition to 


the Ordinance of Man that you are oblig d 
to ſubmit to for the Lord's ſake. 
There is but one ſupreme Ruler or King 


of England, and that is King George 3 and 
you can't pray for any other as Ruler or 
King, without Sin. 


Non-Ju. Suppoſe I think the Preren- 
der has a Right to be King ? 


Fur. As none can make you a Ruler or 


Judge in that Affair, you have no right to 
think at all about it, much leſs to 8 


the Proceedings of your Superiors, or think 


yourſelf more juſt than your Maker, and 
take that to be right which all ſerious Men 
(who believe a Providence) know to be 


wrong : When the Devil leads Men into 


Politicks, and turns their Heads to Inqui- 
ries that don' t belong to them, he generally 


flatters their Pride as Men of great Penetra- 


tion and Knowledge, and while he puffs 
them up in that manner, he draws them 
from their real- Duty into trifling and un- 
neceſſary Speculations, and ſo leads them 
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EY 
to condemn the Proceedings of Providence 
and their Superiors, inſtead of ſubmitting. 
to them. | 
Pray, Sir, has not an earthly King a 
Power to take away the Life and Eſtate of 
a Rebel-Lord, and ſo deprive the Son of 
the Eſtate, that (without his Father's Re- 
bellion) he would have had a juſt Right to? 

Non- Ju. No doubt but a King has 
ſuch a Power. 

Fur, Did not King James break his 
Oath and rebel againſt God, and declare 
open War againſt him, by perſecuting his 

Church and attempting to deſtroy it, and 
ſet up the Popiſh Religion in England? 
And after theſe Rebellions, and repeated 
Provocations, Will you pretend to ſay that 
God hadno Right to depoſe King James, 
and ſet afide his Son if he had one? or 
will you ſay that the Providential Govern- 
ment of God had no Concern in it? 

If you ſay the former, you charge God 
with Injuſtice; if you ſay the latter, you 
in ſome meaſure preſumptuouſly ſet aſide . 
the Govetnment of Providence, and af- 
firm a thing to be true, which, according 
to all the Grounds and Means of judging 
in this and the like Caſes, muſt be falſe. , 

And thetcfore I ſhould be glad ro know 
upon what Grounds you go, in praying for 
the Pretender as King of England, or in

Non. Ju. I durſt not charge God with 
Injuſtice, but muſt allow that what He does 
is right; and therefore if He (who is King 
of Kings) took away King Fames's Crown 
for his Perjury and Rebellion againſt him, 
then to be ſure the Pretender can have no 
Claim to the Crown. But how muſt 1 
know that King Zames was turned out of 
the Throne by Providence ? 

Fur. If it be Fact (and I think none 
can queſtion it) that King James broke 
his Coronation Oath, and thereby re- 
nounced his God, trampled upon his Laws, 
and after that endeavoured to ſet up Ido- 
latry and Popery in the Nation: If a Man 
believes this, he ought to take it for 
granted that King James was depoſed by 
God for his Perjury and Rebellion a- 
gainſt him. 

The Caſe betwixt King Charles the Iſt, 
and King James the Ild, are directly op- 
poſite; the firſt had always a Regard to his 
Coronation-Oath, meant well, abhor'd Po- 
pery, and fell into no Errors but through 
Frailty or ill Advice; and at laſt died a 
Martyr to the Conſtitution he had ſworn 
to preſerve : And in this and the like Caſes, 
where Men are cut off, we can only ſay 
it is by the Permiſſion of God, or vs

the greater Glory and Happineſs of the 
Sufferer : This was the Caſe of King 


Charles the Iſt. But King James, he took 


a ſolemn Oath, in the Preſence of God 
and the whole Nation, to preſerve the 
Conſtitution in Church and State, and 


took the Sacrament upon it: but, not- 


withſtanding theſe ſolemn Engagements, he 
immediately broke thro them all, trampled 


upon the Laws, perſecuted the Church of 


God, ſet himſelf to promote Idolatry, or 


the Devil's Kingdom of Popery ; and act- 
ed ſo perfidiouſſy both to God and his 
People, that at laſt he durſt truſt neither; 


and ſo in time of imaginary Danger, he 
abdicates and leaves the Kingdom, and ſo 


gives up his Government. 


Now a Man that fits down and ſeriouſly 
conſiders the whole, vg. the Perjury of King 
James and his Treachery both to God and 
Man; and his firm Adherence to Idolatry on 


one hand, and the wonderful Manner by 


which the Revolution was brought about on 
the other, he muſt acknowledge that King 
James was turned out of the Kingdom by 
the Hand of Providence, unleſs he is an 


Infidel, and one that denies a divine Pro- 


vidence.

Fur. What was Saul's Sin if compared 
with the Guilt of King James the IId, 
who upon his Coronation, promiſed in 
the Houſe of God, and at the holy Al- 
tar, that he would preſerve the Conftitu- 
tion in Church and State; and, at the 
fame time, renounc'd in the Face of the 
whole Nation, all Protection, Help, or Aſ- 
ſiſtance from God, in caſe he broke it ?

ouſly, and with as much Defiance of God, 
as any King (not excepting Pharaoh) that 
ever went before him. 

And after ſuch a corrupt and preſump- 
tuous Conduct, and open Renunciation of 
God, in the Preſence of a National Aſ- 
ſembly, can any one that allows the King- 


dom of Iſrael was rent from Saut's Son, 


by divine Providence, ſay that the King- 
dom of England was not taken from 
King James and his Son (if he had one) 


by 
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by the ſame divine Power, without ſpeak- 


Ing againſt his Conſcience? I don 4 ſee 


how it is poſſible; ; ſo that none can pray 
for the Pretender as King of England with-

King James, on the other hand, was 
turned out of the Kingdom by divine Pro- 
vidence for breaking. his Coronation-Oath, 
renouncing his God, and attempting to de- 
ſtroy the Eſtabliſhment in Church and 
State and ſet up Popery; ſo that there is 
as much Difference betwixt the two Caſes, 
as bet w ixt an Angel of Heaven and a Spirit 
of Hell. | 

Non-Jur. Pray what do you think of 
the Nonjuring Clergy at the Revolution ? 

Fur. I think they were as conſcientious 
and valuable Men as any in the Kingdom, 
and refuſed to take the Oaths to King il. 
liam, purely becauſe they nods they 
could not be difcharg'd (during King 
James Life) from the Oaths they had 
taken to him: but at the ſame time they 
were as far from any Rebellion or Con- 
ſpiracy againſt William as any Men in the 
Kingdom. 

Nay, Dr. Turner, Biſhop of Ely, owned, 
that as there might be a natural Incapa- 
city to govern, ſuch as Frenzy, &c. ſo

S ſoon as King James had abdicated 

and left the Kingdom, and the 
Throne thereby became vacant; the No- 
bility and Chief Powers of the Kingdom 
met, and after a mature and ſerious 'Deli- 
beration, the Crown was placed by the 
Nobles and Repreſentatives of all the Peo- 
ple, upon. the Heads of the Prince of 
Orange, and his Princeſs who was Neice, 
and next Proteſtant-Heir, to King Charles 
the IId. And as there was no legal Proof 
of the Pretender's Birth, they could not, 
in juſtice, do otherwiſe. 


And accordingly the Regal Authority 


has gone on, as it was then ſettled, ever 
ſince ; ſo that the Powers now ſet over 
us by Providence, are what we are obliged 


to ſubmit to for the Lord's ſake. |

Jur. All Britons, without Exception, 


are obliged to take the Oaths to him (if 
4 as M required)

required) becauſe they are obliged, in Con- 
ſcience, to ſubmit to him, whether they 
take the Oaths or not; for after King 
James was judicially driven, by his Guilt, 
out of the Nation, and the Throne became 
vacant, the antient Conſtitution or Form 
of Government (in 'Church and State) 
was ſoon regularly ſettled, and the next Pro- 
teſtant Heir ſet upon the Throne ; and under 
that Scttlement (which is near 60 Years ago) 
the Nation has been governed ever ſince ; 
and therefore all are obliged to ſubmit to this, 
7. e. to the preſent reigning Powers, they 
being the only reigning Powers that Di- 
vines Providence ever ſet over them, and 
under whoſe Protection they have always 
lived: And as they are abliged to obey 
theſe, they cannot be obliged to obey. o- 
thers contrary to theſe ; and conſequently, 
no others can have a Right to rule over 
them: for where there is no Obligation 


to obey on one part, there can be no 
Roe to rule on the orher. | 


And if all Ri ht to earthly Goms 
ment was not extinguiſhed by theſe Means, 
1 do not know whether there would be 
one rightful hereditary King upon Earth 
ſo that the whole World would, at this 
Day, be in a State of War and Confu- 


ſion,

And as God commanded. the 1/7aelites 
to make no Covenant with the idolatrous 


Nations, and. as Popiſh Idolaters are, the 


worſt and moſt cruel Idolaters; all Prote- 
ſtant Nations are as much obliged (in Con- 
ſcience) to exclude Papiſts from ruling 
over them, as they are to prevent the 
Growth of Idolatry, Hereſy, or the Wor- 
ſhip of the Devil, the neceſſary Conſe- 
quence of a Popiſh King, 


Every Man has a natural Right to his 
Life, — he may call that Right indefea- 


ſible 
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ſible (if he pleaſes) but ſtill if he becomes 
guilty of Murder, c. he forfeits that 
Right; and ſo in a Proteſtant Nation, if 
rhe next upon the Line of Succeſlion' be- 
comes ſo wicked, as to renounce the Pro- 
teſtant or Chriſtian Religion, and turns an 
idolatrous Papiſt, he as much forfeits his 
wn Right to rule as the other does his Right 
j w to live: and I may ſay ten thouſand times 
18 more, in the Nature and Reaſon of Things; 
Hi inaſmuch as a murderous Subject is infi- 
* nitely leſs hazardous to a Proteſtant Na- 
on tion, than a Popiſh King, whoſe Religion 
NE is to deſtroy the Church of Chriſt, and 
a8 advance the worldly Grandeur of the 
Pope.

As all arbitrary, unjuſt, perſecu— 
ting, and idolatrous Principles, are Anti- 
chriſtian, and Helliſh Principles; ſo Popiſh 
Governments and Churches, who are led 
by theſe Principles, muſt be Anti-chriſtian 
Churches or Governments. 


And therefore as Popery is a greater 
Cheat or Impoſition upon Mankind: than 
Mahometiſm, as every Man of common 
Senſe, with an honeſt Heart within him, 
and the Holy Scriptures before him, muſt ſees, 


It is a wonderful Thing that any Man in 


England, who calls himſelf a Proteſtant 
or Chriſtian Catholic, can take any Step 
towards the Promotion of a Popiſh Ido- 
later to the Crown, when St. Paul tells 
us that Idolaters ſhall not inherit the King- 
dom of God, 1 Corinth. 6. y. 9, 10.

God, act under the unjuſt Influence of 
Corruption, and thereby fill up the Meaſure 
of their Sins, is another Queſtion, 


I have now fairly ſtated the Caſe, with 
regard to the Pretenders Claim to the 
Crown of England, and put the whole in 
fo clear a Light, that every Eng/;/h Man 
that is not blinded by Prejudice, worldly 
Intereſt, or the helliſh Wiles of Popery, 
| muſt ſee that his Claim is quite ground- 
leu. 


All that remains is to take a View of 
the two different Parties at this time, 
vis, Thoſe upright Men who declare for 
King George and our happy Conſtitution 
in Church and State, on one hand; and 
the Rebels who are Enemies to both, and 
fight for the Pretender and Popery on the 
other, 


The Cauſe of the former (who fight 
for King George and the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion) is the Cauſe of God and the Wel- 
fare of the Nation; ſo that they draw 

D 2 their 
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their Swords in defence of our Religion, 
our Liberties and Properties, and every 
thing that is valuable to an honeſt Man; 
and conſequently, every Soldier who en- 
ters the Army upon theſe Principles, fights 
for the moſt glorious Cauſe any Man can 
engage in; and if he dies in Battle for this 
Cauſe, he dies in the Cauſe of God and 
his Country, and ſo exchanges an carthly 
Life for an eternal Life of Glory. 


But on the other hand, thoſe who fight 
for the Pretender and Popery, take up Arms 
againſt God and their Country, and enter 
into a more curſed Confederacy then Ko- 
rah, Dathan, and Abiram ; who for their 
Oppoſition to the Powers that God had 
ſet over them, provoked God to open the 
Earth in Anger, to ſwallow them up and 
all that belonged to them. 


In the Civil Wars kindled up by the A- 
gents of Nome (the Mother of all Wicked- 
neſs) in the Year 1641, there was a Diviſion 
in the Legiſlative Powers, and one Part took 
up Arms (on account of ſeveral National 
Grievances) againſt the others. But in the 

= 8 preſent 
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preſent Rebellion (headed by a Romiſh 


Bigot) the Rebels fight againſt the whole 


Legiſlative Powers that God has ſet over 


them, and have no Pretence to alleviate 
their Guilt. ; 


So that you ſee the Highland Rebels, 
and their Adherents, fight with Damna- 
tion in their Souls, as well as with Hal- 
ters about their Bodies. 85 


If they fall in the Popiſh and Helliſh 
Cauſe they are engaged in, they fall Ene- 


mies to God and their Country, and ſo 


loſe Soul and Body at one Blow. 


Dreadful then muſt be the State of thoſe 


3 wretched Men, thoſe Dupes of France and 


Rome, if they live and eſcape or proſper 
in their Villany, they multiply their Sins 


and double their Damnation. 


If the Vengeance or Juſtice of God over- 
takes them, and they die in Battle, they 
die in their Sins, and will immediately fink

into Hell, from whence there is no. Re- 
demption. Woe then will ſucceed Woes 
and their Guilt and Rebellion will ring 
Peals of Horror in their Conſcience for 


ever. 


I pray God to open the Eyes of theſs 
deluded Men, and bring them to Repen- 
tance, and a juſt Senſe of their Errors, be- 
fore it is too late, that ſo they may avoid 


the Danger of their Bodies in this World, 


and the eternal Loſs of their Souls in the 
next,
